"Not too bad," she replied. "I was in a triathlon 
out on the Cape a few weeks back and it was at least ten 
degrees colder. This is like bath water compared to that." 

"Good luck!" the passerby added before they 
disappeared into the throng of people milling about early 
Sunday morning on the Mattapoisett Town Beach. 

That was the scene over and over again as about 
200 athletes prepared to compete in the annual Mattapoi- 
sett Lions Club Triathlon, an event which traditionally 
marks the beginning of the organization's popular Harbor 
Days Celebration. The athletes — competing in groups 
divided by age and gender, as both individuals and in 
groups — were about test their meddle against three 
separate endurance challenges combining swimming, 
bicycling and long distance running into one event.

quizzically before one racer raised a hand and asked, 
"How do you know the water temperature?" 

The announcer replied with a bit of a grin, "You 
just leave that to me, I know." And with that the racers 
gathered at the shore's edge for the start of the race. 

It turned out that the water temperature portion 
of the start was just a means that the starter used to relax 
the athletes before they set off on their individual jour- 
neys. 

"Okay, the water temperature is 47 degrees" he 
announced for the first heat. As each group stepped to 
the start, in two-minute intervals, the temperature would 
jump or dip greatly causing a momentary break in the 
tension before the tri-athletes plunged into the water to 
begin a swim of several hundred yards around Mattapoi- 
sett Harbor. The swim was followed by a ten-mile bike 
ride, which was followed by a three-and-three-quarter- 
mile run. This type of course is known as a sprint triath- 
lon and is much shorter, though no less challenging, than 
the Ironman series. 

On Sunday, the warm water of Mattapoisett 
Harbor helped participants conserve their energies for the 
competition and contributed to several fast finishes. Last 
year's overall winner, Brian Hughes of Randolph, MA, 
defended his title and bettered his winning time from 
last year by 37 seconds, completing the course in 51:30. 
The winner on the women's side was Veronica Boyle 
of Stoughton, MA, who finished the race with a time of 
59:01, a time that bettered her winning mark from last 
year's race by more than two minutes. 

Mattapoisett village will see a host of activities as- 
sociated with the Lion's Club's Harbor Days Celebration 
this weekend. Most of the actives will offer challenges of 
endurance that are more gastronomical in nature than the 
triathlon.

Parrot 

My parrot only likes the sunflower seed in her 
seed mix. How can I get her to eat the other 
seeds? 

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread diet. 
OK in the short run, but severely deficient over 
time. Seeds lack Vitamin A and a number of es- 
sential minerals. 

What should I feed my parrot? 
Feed a pelleted bird food. It looks like dry dog or 
cat food but is smaller and is formulated for birds. 
To this add fresh fruits and vegetables. Offer the 
seeds for 10 minutes in the morning and 10 min- 
utes in the evening and leave the pellets, fruit and 
veggies available for the rest of the day.

public. Located within the Sippican River watershed, the 
area includes dense mature pine and oak forests, wet- 
lands, and significant wildlife habitat, and is close to other 
permanently protected properties. 

• Bourne - $16,000 for the Head of the Bay Storm- 
water Pollution Identification project, a collaborative ef- 
fort between the towns of Bourne, Wareham, and Marion 
to conduct detailed water quality sampling of 20 high 
priority stormwater discharges. With a goal of reopening 
closed shellfish beds, data collected from this project will 
be used to prioritize these discharges, in order to target 
funds for future remediation. 

The three towns have partnered with The Coali- 
tion for Buzzards Bay, which will serve as the principal 
contractor, providing all project management, field sam- 
pling, analysis lab coordination, data compilation, and 
final presentation. 

The Town of Bourne will also receive $15,305 
for the second phase of a Culvert Replacement Feasibil- 
ity study for Conservation Pond along the shores of Hen 
Cove. This project is evaluating the feasibility of installing 
a larger culvert under Circuit Avenue at Conservation 
Pond. Phase one of the project was funded by the NEP 
through a $17,000 mini-grant in January. The tidal pond 
currently connects to Hen Cove via an 18-inch wide, 50- 
foot long corrugated steel culvert. The culvert's small size, 
elevation, and regular blockage severely restrict tidal flow 
to the pond.

The SHINE Program, developed, funded and 
managed by the Massachusetts Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs, is administered through local Councils on Ag- 
ing to provide a network of volunteer health benefit 
counselors to ensure that Massachusetts elders have ac- 
cess to accurate information regarding health insurance 
options. SHINE counselors are volunteers who receive 
extensive training in many areas of health benefits. They 
are trained and certified by the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs. Counselors can assist individuals in understand- 
ing their health insurance needs, help process health 
benefits claims, inform individuals of their rights under 
Medicare, review present coverage to prevent paying for 
unnecessary or duplicate coverage, and make referrals to 
various agencies when appropriate. For example, many 
have problems reading and completely understanding the 
materials in the Medicare and You 2007 handbook sent to 
every senior household each year in October.

Captivity. Starring Elisha Cuthbert and Daniel Gillies. Di- 
rected by Roland Joffe. Running time: 96 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

The stalker-torturer in the abysmal Captivity is apparently motivated 
by rage at his druggie mother, who molested him as a boy. He ended up 
knifing her to death. How do we know this? Because there's video foot- 
age of it. Not only that, it appears to have been filmed and edited by a 
camera crew, since the footage cuts back and forth between at least two 
cameras. Or is this a re-enactment? Did the villain hire two boys and an 
actress to act out the defining trauma of his youth for his cameras so that 
he could show the video to his captives? Wait a minute — is there a video 
company that provides this service to diabolical killers? "Your Oedipal 
Murder Re-Enacted! Now Offering High-Def DVD Transfers." 

Captivity is the worst, stupidest, and most pointless movie I've seen 
in a very long time. How much of it can be blamed on credited director 
Roland Joffe (who in sunnier days helmed The Killing Fields and The Mis- 
sion) is up for debate; word around the campfire is that the movie was 
once more of a conventional thriller (i.e., without the torture-porn aspects) 
before Courtney Solomon of After Dark got his claws into it and added 
such appetizing bits as a woman's face destroyed by hot oil and a woman 
forced to drink pureed body parts. This, presumably, was meant to jump 
on the hot bandwagon of Hostel and its ilk; this was also before Hostel 
Part II arrived in theaters earlier this summer to the sound of crickets and 
slouched dejectedly off of the nation's screens after a fortnight. 

The lacquered nonactress Elisha Cuthbert stars as Jennifer Tree, a 
jaded New York model often heard in interviews saying bubbleheaded 
things like "Beauty rules" and "My parents didn't pass on the loving gene 
to me." A magazine cover identifies her as "The Girl With No Heart." So 
will Captivitybe a life lesson roughly administered, like the torments visited 
upon the insufficiently life-embracing in the Saw flicks? Nope, nothing at 
all is done with that angle. Jennifer is singled out because she resembles 
her captor's mother. (Which doesn't explain why, early in the film, we see 
a guy being tortured. Who knows, maybe he looks good in high heels?) 
At two points, especially in a scene guaranteed to drive dog lovers nuts, 
Jennifer is given a choice to save her own skin or save someone else. Each 




time she chooses her own skin, which doesn't endear her to us. Neither 
does her sudden sexual avidity when she discovers another captive, Gary 
(Daniel Gillies), who must also look good in high heels. Or maybe, just 
maybe, he's in cahoots with the killer. 

Some of Captivity is authentically sleazy and unpleasant in a way that 
recalls the grindhouse crap of the early '80s. You may recall there was a bit 
of a kerfuffle over the film's marketing campaign, which promised deep 
dark misogyny and maybe, just maybe, a memorable if ugly horror movie 
(the genre has never given a whit about hurting people's feelings). But 
nothing in the movie is felt. If we're supposed to see Jennifer as a snotty 
little fashion plate who needs a reality slap, the movie isn't structured 
that way. She's kidnapped for reasons that don't have a lot to do with 
her personally. So the film comes off as being impersonal and pointless. 
We get to watch disgusting things for no apparent reason, and Joffe or 
Solomon or whoever actually filmed the atrocities don't seem invested in 
the carnage. It's just plopped in front of us like lukewarm macaroni and 
cheese, and we're supposed to eat it. 

Was this going to be a PG-13 film at one point? I askbecause the movie 
shows us an eyeball and other organs being whipped up in a blender, and 
then later has a character saying "You sick piece of crap!" to the torturer. 
That's where a far stronger choice of language should go, given the context, 
but sometimes the movie watches its mouth and sometimes it gives us 
gore, nudity, and F-bombs. The theatrically released version of Captivity 
may serve one important function, though; it could be shown alongside 
Joffe s original cut in film-school classes to show how a good movie can 
be made bad, or a bad movie can be made worse, by ham-handed busi- 
nessmen chasing a supposed horror-movie craze that was already dead 
a year ago.
